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DRAFT PERMIT CONDITIONS

The permit establishes numeric water quality effluent limitations for several pollutants, including pH, dissolved oxygen,
temperature, taste and odor, color, turbidity sulfates, total ammonia, suspended solids, and metals.

The permit limits the WTP’s numeric flow effluent pursuant to Puerto Rico Environmental Quality Board (PREQB) Water
Quality Certificate, Puerto Rico Water Quality Standards NPDES Regulations (40 CFR Part 122).

Under NPDES the permit specifies requirements for recording and reporting monitoring results of the numeric effluent
limitations described above.
